WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, on 
November 10, 1970, referred a proposed zoning map amendment to the City Plan 
Commission which proposed ordinance was designated as Bill No. Z-70-11-0 5;

WHEREAS, the required notice of public hearing on such proposed ordi-
